Detective Wallace and I left the interview room. While we were outside the room, Julio attempted to swallow the cap to the water bottle. The cap 
got lodged in his throat and rescue was called. Rescue transported Julio to Fair Oaks Hospital. Julio never quit breathing nor did he lose 
consciousness. Once the bottle top was removed Detective Stalling with the assistance of patrol transported Julio to the ADC where the murder 
warrant was served on him and he was held on no bond. 

On December 14, 2012, Fairfax County Police, Crime Solvers received a tip from a caller identified by the number W1S7-610 who said that the 
suspect that was arrested for Vanessa's murder has been seen at the residence within the past six months, Caller said that the subject worked at an 
auto repair shop and drank a lot Caller said that the subject has a white' work van and a green Ford Explorer. Caller said that there are lots of 
people that live within the address. Caller also said that subject is from El Salvador. 

On December 15, 20 12, Fairfax County Police, Crime Solvers received a tip from a caller identified by the number 5 19S. The caller said that the 
police should look at the Unique Store footage to see if the suspect arrested for the Vanessa Pham murder was on it Caller said that her female 
friend said that she met the arrested at the Unique Store on a previous occasion. 

■p. December 17, 2012, 1 obtained a search warrant for, major case fingerprints from JuUd and for his DNA Bill Reeves from NOVAEIS 
ollected the fingerprints and Detective Hardy collected the buccal swab.
